52. (original) The system of claim 51, wherein said divider has a second edge opposite from said 
contoured edge, said second edge having a contour that differs from said sawtoothed shape. 

53. (new) The device of claim 13, fiirther comprising tactile feedback means located between the 
first and second scrolling areas for providing tactile feedback for assisting in the location of the 
first and second scrolling areas cnd3* 

54. (new) The device of claim 53, wherein the tactile feedback means is located on an outer 
surface on the central scrolling area. 

55. (new) The device of claim 54, wherein the tactile feedback means includes surface texture on 
the outer surface of the central scrolling area. 

56. (new) The device of claim 53, ftirther comprising a housing with an opening that frames at 
least the central scrolling area, and wherein the tactile feedback means includes changes in the 
surface of the frame in the region immediately adjacent the opening. 

57. (new) The device of claim 53, wherein the tactile feedback means includes at least one 
member coupled to the housing and extending into a boundary of the central scrolling area. 

REMARKS 

Applicants elect for prosecution at this time Group I, claims 2-30, 42-52. Claims 31-40 
directed to the Group II have been cancelled. Newly added dependent claims 53-57 are 
dependent from the pending Group I claims. 

All pending claims having been deemed to be allowable over the prior art. Applicants 
again respectfiiUy request that a Notice of Allowance promptly be issued especially in view of 
the delayed issuance of the last Office Action.
